Meanwhile Attorneys Are in Montreal 


Seeking to Have Bail Bonds 


Granted Their Client.

Coaticook, Que., Sept. 6.—William 
Travers Jerome, arrested in 
Coati- 


cook yesterday on a charge of gamb- 
ling, was bitterly denounced by Jus- 
tice of the Peace James McKee in his 
court room today. The gray-bearded 
magistrate was very indignant when 
Jerome's counsel announced that the 
New York lawyer could not be pres- 
ent today and asked an adjournment 
of the hearing of his gambling case. 


Is Indignant. 


"I want to say," said McKee, hang 
ing the table with his fist, "that we 
intend to persecute Mr. Jerome u> tne 
lull extent of the law. He can't come 
here and play his card games before 
our children. 
This may be a suburb 
town, but we intend to enforce oui 
laws. 
Our relations with the Ameri 
can bar are cordial, but justice mus' 
be meted out in this case." 


Case Put Over. 


The court then suggested that Je- 
rome's bail be forfeited. "That would 
only hit our citizens who went on it,; 
said 
Mr. Hanson, 
the 
prosecutor 
Justice McKee then "allowed" that he 
would let the bail stand. He put over 
the case .-until September 11. There 
was a crowd of about sixty persons 
in the court room to listen to the 
magistrate's 
tirade. 
They 
stamped 
their feet and applauded vociferously. 


The Crown Prosecutor. 


Jacob Nicoll of Sherbrooke, crown 
prosecutor for this district, and as 
such the superior of Joint Prosecutor 
Hanson .appeared strangely 
enough 


for the defense. 
In Sherbrooke he 
aided counsel for New York in their 
successful fight to get Thaw out of 
jail.

characterized Jerome's arrest as an 
outrage. 


Will Seek Bail. 


Montreal, Que., Sept. C.—An- appli- 
cation for bail will be the next move 
by the lawyers for Harry K. Thaw 
•who yesterday succeeded in securing 
from. Justices Croft and Gervais 
a 


•writ of habeas corpus returnable in 
Montreal on September 15, and an 
order preventing the immigration offi- 
cials from deporting Thaw. 


Are in Montreal. 
The legal contingent for Montreal

Jerome's preliminary hearing was 
set for 9 o'clock this morning before 
Magistrate McKee, but his counsel 
arranged to ask to have the hearing 
continued. Thaw may remain a week 
or a day. 
Not until September 15th 
is he to appear at Montreal before 
the full king's bench appeal side on 
the writ of habeas corpus obtained 
by his lawyers yesterday. 
It is op- 
tional with the immigration authori- 
ties to move him at once or keep him 
here until the last moment. 


Much Mixed. 
As the matter stands the ease of 
the fugitive slayer is more snarled 
up than at any time since his escape ' 
from 
Mattewan. 
Ordered 
deported 
for two reasons—entering the domin- 
ion by stealth, and having been an 
inmate of an insane asylum within 
five years—-his appeal to the minister 
of the interior automatically 
stayed 
proceedings. 


New Complications. 
Then came the writ of habeus cor- 
pus and -the restraining order granted 
at Montreal. As a matter of fact the 
restraining order was issued prior to 
the time of the deportation decision 
was returned, and it is a question 
whether this does not invalidate the 
finding. In any event Thaw will have 
bis court hearing and the matter of 
his 
deportation 
thought 
yesterday 
morning to have been practically set- 
tled is now so complex as to make 
forecasts out of the question.

It was they who had 
obtained the writ and they who had 
rushed it here.

ies of his nightly lodgers.

, nothing to eat for three or four days 
Of the young men who come to me 
for help, the majority are from the 
country. 
They make their way t 
the city with high hopes, and write 
home exaggerated or imagined storie; 
of their success.

they go back to their homes on bor 
rowed money and dressed up in roya 
style to impress 
their 
family 
am 


friends with their 
success, 
not ye' 
realized. 
AVheu they 
return 
to tin 
city their situation is worse than i 
was before, for they are then saddlet

STEEPLEJACKS CLIMB 


THE TOWER EASILY 


Makes Ascent of St. 
Mary's Church 


Tower Without Much Trouble 


Friday. 
I cter Drokshagan, who is in charge 


of the erecting ot the lightning rod on 
the cross at the St. ivJary's church 
made the initial trip to the top of the 
20a foot steeple at five o'clock yester- 
day afternoon and hooked the ropes 
used to convey the ladder and piat- 
Iprm. to the cross from which he and 
William Fitzshnmons will work Fitz- 
snnmons made the trip to 
the 
top 
early this morning and anchored the 
guy ropes. , 


After 
making 
examination 
the 
steeplejacks declared that the job was 
too easy to go'to the bother of using 
"sucker" siloes and went up the in- 
terior of the steeple as far as possible 
and extended a rope 
down from the 
ground. 
From here they extended 
mlleys and Drokshagan was pulled up 
the length of the steeple and fasteneu 
a rope on a hook below the cross with 
the aid of a twenty-live foot pole. He 
declared he was comparatively 
safe 
Iroin falling to the sidewalk below as 
looks firmly embodied in the slate 
held the saddle in place. 
From 
the 
foot of the cross a ladder was drawn 
and tied over one of the arms of the 
eighteen foot cross. When the ladder 
was placd another difficulty presented 
itself in that a projection held 
the 
ladder in such a manner that it could 
not be moved, but the steeplejacks de- 
clared that they have 
mastered 
the 
problem and will be able to take down 
and move the ladder with ease. 
The lightning rod that the steeple- 
jacks will set on top of the cross will 
comply with the government regula- 
tions and will be very expensive.

rod is five foot in length and has a 
platinum tip. From the

inch copper cables will be used to 
carry the current to the ground where' 
the wires are spliced and divided into

Job 
asked 
the 


question, 
"How 


can a man be just 
with God?" In an 
ages the 
moral 


sense of mankind 
has been raising 
the 
same 
ques- 


tion. 
Many an- 


swers have been 
given: 


1. The heathen 


answered 
it in 


this way: 
"Make 


an offering to the 
gods sufficient to 
compensate f o r 


the wrong done:" Hence they brought 
presents of fruit and flowers, gold and 
silver, and sometimes they even of- 
fered their own children as a sacrifice 
to the gods. They were always look- 
lug for some way of 
pleasing God 


without right living. 
The heathen 


method is still a favorite one even in 
Christian lands. Many a man serves 
the devil all hfe life, and then builds 
a library or endows a 
hospital to 


atone for his sins. 


II. Others say that the way for a 


•sinner to get right with God is to 
keep the commandments. Three things 
are to be said about this method: 


(a) Keeping the law does not atono 


for past sins. 
If one were to obey 


God's law perfectlj' from this time on, 
tBat would not atone for the sins of 
the past. 


(b) The law never was designed to 


save men from sin, but only to show 
them that they are 
sinners. When 


Mr. Moody's boys were young he said

Jesuits.

languages in addition to his knowl- 
edge of many native Indian dialects. 


When only a lad he met the great 


Tecurnseh and instantly enrolled him- 
self as that Shawnee spellbinder's ad- 
mirer and disciple. The two were dear 
friends until Tecurnseh's death. 
But 


the Shawnee could never imbue Cald- 
well with his bitter hafced against the 
white men. 'Although Caldwell pro- 
claimed himself a loyal 
Indian he 


could never wholly forget that be was 
half English. Ha fought for the Brit- 
ish against the United States in the 
war of 1812. Rising rapidly in rank 
he became captain in Great Britain's 
"Indian 
department." 
Though 
he 


lived in the United States after the 
war was over, he never renounced his 
allegiance to the British crown. 
He 


held office under our government, but 
was proudest of his rank of captain in 
England's army. Apart from this cap- 
taincy, he was also a chief of the Ot- 
tajvas and the Pottawatomies. 


The Chicago Massacre. 


Caldwell is said by some historians 


to have been fiercest of the Indian as- 
sailants at the "Chicago massacre" in 
1S12. 
Others say he refused to take 


part in the conflict. 


When the prisoners there who had 


escaped the hatchets and rifles of the 
attacking Indians were dragged to an 
oy;en square for torture and death, 
Caldwell hurled himself between them 
and their bloodthirsty captors.

Even as he was half white and half 
Indian by birth, so he lived among the 
white townsfolk and at'the same time 
held his rank among: the savages. 


So readily did Caldwell take to the 


ways of his adopted people and so 
quickly did he demand the respect 
and trust of the western pioneers that 
in 1826 he was sworn in as a justice 
of peace. 
He sat in 
judgment 


countless 
involved 
frontier 
cases 


where his shrewd common sense and 
ideas of right more than counterbal- 
acted his partial ignorance of law. 


The End of a Career. 


So many clashes between settlers 


and Indians did he avert that the gov- 
ernment decided to reward him. Ac- 
cordingly, in 1S2S, the Indian depart- 
ment built for him the 
first 
frame 


house ever erected iu Chicago. It was 
situated near the corner of Chicago 
avenue and North State street. There 
Caldwell lived until 1SS6. Then he 
went back to the Indians of his own 
tribes and settled with them at Coun- 
cil Bluffs, la. 
In the meantime the 


government had presented him with 
a 1,240-acre tract of land on the north 
branch of the Chicago river. He sold 
this for a trifling sum before he turn- 
ed his back on civilization. 


After a 16-year sojourn with whits 


men, the old Sauganash found rough 
Indian life less to his taste than he 
had hoped. Yet he stayed with his 
tribesmen at Council Bluffs until his 
death on Sept. 28, 1841. 


Billy Caldwell, the Sauganash, had 


a less melodramatic career than did 
many other famous Indians. 
Yet he 


did more than most of them to help 
along the cause of progress and civil- 
ization, in the far west. 
To him, in 


great measure, was due the usually 
peaceful relations between 
settlers 


and savages in the semi-lawless sec- 
tion where ho was so feared nru3 hon- 


crease over 1911 of $750,000. The ex- 
act sum can only be approximately de- 
duced, and the total is probably larg- 
er

CARE IN CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The eating utensils used by a pa- 


tient, or indeed anything else which 
he uses or handles during sickness, 
may become a menace, as they are 
easily contaminated 
-with infectious 


material. 


It goes without saying that a diph- 


theria patient who has the bacilli in 
his mouth, will contaminate 
spoons, 


fofka and cups which he uses, with, 
the bacteria which are working in hi3 
throat. This is true of all contagious 
disease, to a less extent, consequent- 
ly too'much care cannot be taken of 
everything that the patient handles, 
and all should be regarded with sus- 
picion and treated accordingly. 


Points to insist upon: 
Allow no 


one to use or handle any of the eat- 
ing utensils which the patient has had 
during his illness. 


After his recovery, put them in boil- 


ing water and allow them to stand 
several minutes or an hour. 
Roiling 


water, not simply hot water, will ster- 
ilize utensils if they are allowed to 
boil five or six minutes. 


The best protection against conta- 


gion is robust health. 
One who Is 


strong and vigorous is much less lia- 
ble to yield to disease than one less 
robust 
Wholesome 
food. 
exercise 


and fresh air are essentials in com- 
bating disease. 


An active body Is far less liable to 


disease than an inactive one that has 
little outdoor exercise. 


The need of fresh 
air, day and 


night, is one of the most important 
factors in maintaining health. 
The 


belief that night air is dangerous is 
responsible for much ill health. Night 
air is all we have to breath at night. 
Our sleeping rooms should be well 
aired each day, and a free circulation 
of pure fresh air should be provided 
in even the coldest weather. 


We must bear in mind that conta- 


gious diseases are real things, and 
cannot be dealt, with as imaginary ills. 


Contagious diseases are due to dis- 


tinct living beings, which are trans- 
ported from one to another, and live 
like parasites upon a patient. 
This 


knowledge will help us to guard our- 
selves and our loved ones from the 
spread of contagion.

According to the report of the Park 
and Pleasure Drive 
association

1913, private and municipal appropri- 
ations for the past twenty-one 
years 
have totalled $490,204.16. 
That citi- 
zens of Madison and the vicinity are 
liberal toward park and pleasure im- 
provements is shown by the fact that 
private contributions alone since 1S92 
have totalled $302,399.91 while 
the 
citv has appropriated for that length 
of "time the sum of $187.804.25, or an 
average of ?S,S9u per year.
